WHEREAS, Section 2. of said ordinance permits 


| compensatory payments to employees above the labor grade 


| maximum only if such supplemental compensatory fringe benefits 


are expressly approved by the Common Council of the City of 
Fort Wayne; 
WHEREAS, certain public safety command personnel are 


presently compensated at or near the maximum salary for their 


| respective labor grades; 


WHEREAS, the proposed supplemental compensatory fringe 
benefits will not be available for all command personnel 
unless expressly approved by Council; 

WHEREAS, said proposed supplemental compensatory fringe 
benefits are similar in scope to those compensatory fringe 
benefits available to public safety employees covered by 
collective bargaining agreements; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF 
THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA:
